late last night. Senator Robinson, 
majority leader in his branch, de- 
clared he believed "the work of the 
sesison will be completed this week."

the authoritative sources who dis- 
closed It emphasized that It might be 
subject to later change, through ad- 
dition or subtraction.

Common Home Fly Found 


to Carry Million Germi 


»ew York.—Two scientist! recently 


examined 400 hout« fllei to determine 
how Important that eommoB Insect 
really It ID the spread of germt. Se- 
curing flies from all sons of placM 
they found that th« average number 
of bicterJa carried per fly wa§ more 
than 1.000,000, reports the American 
Institute of Sanitation. 


"JL'nder the microscope the fly ap- 


pear* like an animated feather duster. 
The legs and body are covered with 
One htlrs which carry countless gernw 
from place to place. Each of its six 
legs hare two hairy pads in which • 
sticky fluid la secreted. By means of 
these adhesive pads on Its feet a fly 
can perform the novel trick of walking 
upside down on a ceiling. But those 
pads, so useful to the fly in defying 
gravitation, pick up all sorts of bac- 
teria as the scavenger walki along.

on a charge he attempted to extort 
sums ranging from $10,000 to $20,- 
000 through a series of threatening 
letters to Thelma Todd, motion pic- 
ture actress, and Abe Lyman, orches- 
tra leader. 


The agents said

ceived the first letter last February 
It threatened her with death unless 
she sent $10,000 to Lyman. A few 
days later Lyman received a letter 
demanding $10,000.

000. 


The later letters, the Department 


of Justice announced, directed tha: 
the money be sent to a fictitious per- 
son at 31-18 Newtown avenue.

He 
seemed to revel in it, and where he 
got his ideas or his language no one 
knew. Certainly not from his play- 
mates who were as carefully reared 
as \.e was Perhaps he heard it in 
school. But if so, whit was to be done 
about it? School was obligatory. 


Nearly every child goes through 


such a phase. No matter how care- 
fully guarded he may be, no matter 
wbat the precepts or example of bis 
environment, one of the experimen- 
tal periods of childhood is the in- 
dulgence in dirty language. For the 
child who is interested there is al- 
ways plenty to be had. He can ^et 
it from groups of workmen in the 
street, from children at school, and 
if he does not hear it can make it 
up for himself out ot the life he sees 
around him. 


It need not be a cause-tor worry- 


It is an effort to get attention, and 
if it succeeds is apt to continue. It 
is best with this, as with so many 
of the side-issues of childhood, to ba 
indifferent. At times a casual correc- 
tion may help, but not If it is given 
in a reproving way. When Sam or 
Tommy or Susan Insist* on a frank- 
ness which borders on indecency, 
their aim is undoubtedly to shock. If 
their remark is received without 
comment and later on corrected 
without feeling:, but with a friendly 
desire to give Information, their ob- 
ject has not been attained, and they 
are apt to feel a little cheap at seem- 
ing to have displayed ignorance.

D and G have been extracted from 
vegetables and fresh fruits. One 
thousandth of an ounce a day of 
vitamin C was sufficient to protect 
a guinea pig from scurvy. 


If we judge vitamins according 


to the quantities present in food, 
they seem negligible; but if we 
judge them according to their 
effects on health, they aro equally 
as important as the most abundant 
food substances. In fart, they are 
absolutely vital.
